Lebanon Loses Role 


As Trading Centre 


| BEIRUT (FTFS).— 


NOMISTS im the Leba- 
mon are predicting that 
the country’s former roie as a 
trading centre is over.

Newspaper Experience 

Mr. Reid: Now, with reference to 
the second question, let me try to 
answer briefly,. not in a rambling 
fashion, and as seriously as possible. 

First of all, my understanding of a 
diplomat is that he is concerned with 
reporting the facts in a given country, 
the state of mind, public opinion, the 
positions of the various members in 
this case. of Knesset government, busi- 
ness facts, reporting as accurately as 
he can to the State Department and 
to the President. 

This suggests, to my mind at least, 
that a newspaper. discipline, precision, 
and accuracy in reporting, i totally 
perhaps not irrelevant. 

Second, the responsibilities, as I un- 
derstand it. of an envoy are to calmly, 
quietly but firmly, represent the poli- 
cies of this Government, and to 
clearly and articulately, wisely and 
judiciously, if you will, with a sense 
of timing and perception, present these 
views to the Government to which he 
is accredited. Again partly a question 
of exposition. 

Now, you have asked, as I under- 
stand it, somewhat more directly what 
are my qualifications or experiences 
relative to an extremely important 
part of the world. What have I been 
doing these last 6 or 7 years? Why 
do I have the presumption to believe 
in the slightest degree that perhaps I 
could do ene or two things that would 
usefully serve” 


Relations with High Officials 


Here I would like to mention one or 
two things. I have had occasion 
during the last month or two to review 
the Herald-Tribune during the last 6 
years. I wanted to see that almost on 
a day-to-day basis there was a heavy 
news file from the Middle East and 
frequent editorials, one of which you 
were kind enough to allude to. 

In the European edition of my res- 
ponsibility when I was there specific- 
ally for a year, but in touch with it 
for a longer period than that, | had 
personally relations with a number of 
principals, the officials, the Foreign 
Ministers, of the countries of Europe, 
Middle Fast. north Africa, over @ 
period of time. I have had some occa- 
sion to get to know them as individuals 
as well as an opportunity to learn 
something of their*public policies and 
the way in which—the principle and 
the method in which these views and 
principles are presented. 

As you perhaps know, the Herald- 
Tribune has, I think, done more than 
any other paper in connection with 
special sections. We have done a num- 
ber on Israel; we have had discussions 
on other countries in the Middle East. 


We have also published special sec- 
tions on other countries in the Middle 
East. 


These sections dealt.with the busi- 
ness facts of life, the opportunities for 
capital: they did not touch on the po- 
litical side. 

I have had some opportunity, as you 
know, to see, and upon occasion to try 
to work closely with some of the senior 
officials 
think I know something of their views. 
This is true also to a limited degree of 
some of our banking institutions, both 
of a private and of an international 
character. 

You referred rather specifically, as 
you remember, to the situation at the 
time of Suez, and I might add, and I 
dont think this is breaking any con- 
fidence, that I had more than one dis- 
cussion at that particular juncture with 
Selwyn Lloyd and Golda Meir about 
some of the problems and their views 
at that time. 

I also had occasion im trying to for- 
mulate with the other senior executives 
of the paper a policy, as to the paper, 
on the Middle East at that fime; I was 
in touch not only with the State Dep- 
artment, but with the White House, 
with Cabot Lodge at the U.N., and 
others. I have had some occasion, 
therefore, to follow the development of 
the policy prior to Suez and post-Suez. 

Conversation with Eden 

As a matter of fact, I believe I spent 
the last evening that Sir Anthony Eden 
was in this country discussing with him 
some of the problems of the Middle 
East. That was the time when he was 
here to see President Eisenhower. 

So I have tried for a period of some 
6 years or so to talk and principally 
to listen to the views of the principals 
responsible not only in the area but 
to others who have had a collateral or 
a direct interest in the Middle East. 

The paper has long supported the 
Charter of the United Nations and the 
principles that it embodies. I went to 
10th anniversary ceremonies in San 
Francisco, for example, in connection 
with the U.N., and I have tried to fol- 
low their views, the views of Secretary, 
former Secretary Dulles, President 
risenhower, and as a newspaperman, 
follow on a day-to-day basis the de- 
velopments in the area. 

But I do feel that having worked 
somewhat closely with some of these 
governments, and occasionally discuss- 
ing matters with them that they felt 


they had not completely registered

The Chairman: It is 51 years old. Don't 
you think that is a rather significant dif- 
ference? These are the averages. “Of 
eourse, there are many of them--—— 

Mr. Reid: I would like to, if I may, reply 
quite directly to that. I feel very strongly 
that maturity, judgment, calmness, thought- 
fulness in approach, is not solely a ques- 
tion of years. I have known some men is 
their 80's whom I felt were young in pdint 
of view. and rich in wisdom. I have known 
other men in their 20's and their 3's who 
I thought were somewhat old and in- 
flexible. 

I think again, as a question of a man's 
experience, his willingness, to listen, his 
maturity, whether he has a calm, delibe- 
rate approach, but a determination to 
enlighten himself, and I would not myself 
feel that this is solely a function, of years, 

The Chairman: But you do think it is 
significant that the average age in the 
noncareer officials that we have referred 
to. many of whom we feel are competent, 
is 20 years older than you are, not quite 
twice as old, but 2 years is a very sub- 
stantial difference, isn't it? 

Mr. Reid: .Yes, sir: it is.

The Chairman: Do you speak Arabie, 
Mr. Reid? 

Mr. Reid: I do not. But as you know, 
we have been making & slight attempt te 
learn Hebrew, and I have discovered that

The Chairman: When did you start 
studying Hebrew: since this appointment?

The Chairman: You havent, I assume, 
taken the Foreign Service Language Insti- 
tute competence test in Hebrew or Arabie, 
have you?

The Chairman: Why do you think this 
particular post is a good one to begin your 
diplomatic service in? Isn't i @ very dif- 
ficult one? 


Service in Israel 


Mr. Reid: I think. Senator Fulbright, 
that it is an extraordinarily difficult 
post. I think Israel is a country of 
high opportunity, reality is existing, 
and is only exceeded by the possibili- 
ties for the future. But quite obviously 
a U.S. policy as I have been able to 
ascertain it, as a newspaperman, com- 
prehends friendly relations with all 
the eastern Mediterranean and the 
Middie East as a whole 

There is not the slightest question in 
my mind but what progress on some 
of the problems and. opportunities in 
this area is extraordinarily Important, 
surrounded with difficulties, requiring 
of circumspection and fact as well as 
the need for a continuance and a 
strengthening and a development of 
long-range policy, with particular at- 
tention, in my view, to not 6nly timing, 
but to implementation of some of the 
slight, small, tentative steps that can 
perhaps be made. 

l have tried, as you know. to talk 
with the relevant people who had res- 
ponsibility in the area in one form or 
another. We carried in the paper 
articles, we commented on them edito- 
rially, by Ambassadors Bvroade and 
Caffrey, to mention two. Tony Nutting 
was No. 2 in the British Foreign 
Service, as you ‘know, served for se- 
veral years on the » Herald-Tribune 
studving all the problems of the several 
countries 

We tried to assess his thinking, the 
material he brought back, some of 
which was not published. 

I have known Eric Johnston. who has 
had an interest and responsibility in 
the area for several years. I serve on 
a board with him, as vou know. 

Accordingly, I have tried to acquaint 
myself with the nuances of the prob- 
lems, and. particularly the opportunity 
at a very strategic moment in history 
at this critical, but I believe, hopeful 
and exciting part of the world. 

The Chairman: Have you ever received 
any honours or recognition or gifts for 
services to Israeli bond drives, or the like? 

Mr. Reid: I have been given, as I recol- 
lect, two citations in connection with the 
work of the Herald-Tribune.

On the 
face of it. the knave of dia- 
monds offers the only chance: 
but keener analysis will prove 
that this does not exhaust all 
possibilities, leaving room for 
various sgtieeze situations. 

South wings the first trick in 
dummy and, to improve his 
odds, is advised to collect im- 
mediately his two diamonds.

Mr. Reid: I would like, if I may, 
Sénator Fulbright, to take a moment to 
try and answer that question. 

The Chairman: You take all the’ time 
you lke 

Mr. Reid: Thank you, sir. I think 
that is an extremely important and 
a rtinent Question. 
> I have no political ambitions. what- 
Soe ver As you perhaps may have 
gathered, I feel extraordinarily strongly 
about the importance of the United 
States foreign policy, and am trying in 
some small way to serve this Republic. 

I ‘think this is infinitely more im- 
portant than anything else that I could 
possibly do, if the President and this 
distinguished committee and the Senate 
feel that in any sense | can be useful. 

1 would like to say this, also, that 
it is my unalterable. decision to main- 
tain my residence in Westchester 
County. We live in Purchase, as you 
perhaps know. 

I would like you to know that I 
approach the possibility of this_gervice 
from the standpoint of wanting to serve 
as leng as this country may ask me te 
do so if I can be useful. 

I feel very, very deeply about this. 

As you know, my family and Whe 
perss nde long been interested in 

oreign aMfairs. y grendintes served 
in various’ posts, and ended his life as 
Ambassador to the Court of St. James, 
serving in that post, so that I do not 
approach this except in a most serious 
vein and in very real humility, in the 
hope that it will be understood that 
to me there is nothing more important 
than that, and that I have no other 
thought whatsoever other than trying 
to serve and to serve as long as I can 
be useful. 


Intentions as Career Diplomat 
The Chairman: Well, then, is it fair to 


say that it is your intention to become « 
career diplomat? 


and if the country felt I could be useful 
as « career diplomat, | would expect that 
would be my decision, also. 

The Chairman: Well, why, &@ you feel 
that way about it, don't you take the 
Foreign Service officer examination and 
enter the career service? 

Mr. Reid: Well, in these times, Senator 
Fullbright, I feel that problems overseas 
are extraordinarily serious. I think the 
President has many problems and oppor 
tunities to deal with; he has asked me to 
serve “In this particular post. 

1 did not for one instant question his 
wishes, and I feel that it ie the duty of 
any citizen of this country to serve in 
these critical times in the post the Pre 
sident might ask you to serve in without 


question. And that has been my only 
thought to serve at his request, at his 
pleasure, and In the post In which he be- 


liewes IT may be of some use to the country.

Reid’s Comments on the Letters 

What is your comment on those — 
Mr. Reid? 

Mr. Reid: If 1 may take one or two 
sentences to try to comment, I would ap- 
preciate it. 

First of all, as you know, I share some 
of the views represented in that letter. I 
have tried to indicate what—but I would 
like to indicate with somewhat greater 
force, if I may, that I hope this committee 
and the Senate and the Congress will see 
fit to make it possible for any Foreign 
Service officer, be he a senior officer, a 
consular CDA. or an ambassador, to serve 
in any Foreign Service post. 

This has not been the case, as we all 


know. I believe this is a matter, the re 
presentation allowances, in part, which is 
the subject of a letter that you have writ- 
ten to Secretary Herter to which I presume 
the Department will be replying, if they 
have notdone so, fairly soon. It would 
certainly be my urgent hope that it would 
be possible, and I say this with all the 
earnestness at my slight command, that 
any post should be open to Foreign Service 
personnel, irrespective of financial difficul- 
ties, and that the financial wherewithal, 
where indicated and where required and 
where appropriate, would be possible. 


Nominee’s Views on Political 


Appointments 

Second, as you know, Mr. Chairman, the 
present administration has been very cons- 
cious of your view on this point, and I 
believe the percentages show an increasing 
trend toward career Foreign Service. 

Having said that. I would like to add 
that I believe, as the President is prin- 
cipally responsible for foreign policy in the 
final analysis, that he should have, as I 
believe he does under the Constitution, the 
right not only to nominate but to have 
sympathetic consideration given by the 
committee to his nominees, not on the basis 
of career or noncareer, but on the basis 
ef qualifications ' 

I think the presumption must be that 
the President and the Department of State 
consider the qualifications in this area most 


carefully. So far as I know In my nomi- 
nation that the President has made. the 
qualifications of various people that are 


available are carefully considered and care- 
fully weighed by the President, so that I 
would hope that it would be possible in the 
future. as it has been part of our history 
and our: .radition, and I think a successful 
one, to have @ certain number, a certain 
percentage of noncareer diplomatic envoys. 

I might add that I have had some oc- 
casion to talk with some of the career 
Foreign Service people. I know some of 
them. Several of them have gone out of 
their way to indicate not in reference to 
me. but te indicate their strong belief that 
it is useful to have people with different 
kinds of qualifications come into the Dep- 
artment provided. as you mentioned, and 
I think your point is extremely well taken, 
that they have familiarity, and knowledge, 
and experience in the relevant problems 
they might be faced with in foreign affairs 
generally, and here again we are getting 
back, I believe, to the word “qualifications.” 

So that in my own mind I believe that 
it is a tuestion of whether a particular 
individual can usefully serve. 

I would add another point, that with 
my responsibilities on the Herald-Tribune, 
when I was concerned with the question 
that sometimes arises as to whether 6 
hewspaperman should be brought into the 
Tribune or whether you could bring im 
a professor, I must allow on occasion I 
elected te do the latter because their 
thought, their calm approach and their 
respective knowledge of how world prob 
lems developed over a long period of time 
eould bring insight and judgment, new 
perspective and new thinking to the de 
velopment of the editorial page and to the 
policy of the Herald-Tribune 

I might add further that I have talked 

with Mr. Burdick. I was very happy 
when he could address the Herald-Tribune 
bo@k and author luncheons in connection 

with his views, and those of Commander 
or Captain Lederer, and I believe that that 
book has served to emphasize some of the 
points, namely, the importance of language. 

Above all I would say it is a question 
of whether a man is not only qualified, 
but whether he approaches his work not 
only in a sense of deep humility, but is 
an abiding sense of sincerity to serve the 
United States, and that he is willing to 
serve for a considerable period of time, 
and to serve with all his mind and ali his 
heart as impartially and as effectively as 
his limited powers may suggest in the in- 
terest of the United States 

I am sorry to have taken so long te 
answer that point. but it is one I care 
about, and I think some of the points is 
that second letter are very valid ones. 


Pertinent Qualifications 
The Chairman: Mr. Reid, with regard te 
the post, your comments about the post re- 
quiring financial, private financia] means, 
which is one of the points we agree upon, 
that relates to Paris and London. 


Israel is a post that does not require 
private means, I understand Im other 
words, it is one that a career Man can 


fill. So that consideration with respect to 
your appointment would not apply here. 
If you were being sent to London or Paris, 
Mt would be very: persuasive, I think. 

As to the situation here, I think you put 
Mm fairly well. When one considers your 
age and your complete lack of diplomatic 
experience, that is, you have had none 
whatever, and as you have testified to no 
special knowledge of the background in 
the Near East, it seems to me there is a 
prima facte case against your qualifica- 
tions. It seems to me that the burden is 
upon you to persuade us of some special 
unusual! qualities which would justify the 
committee in confirming you. That is 
what I am trying to develop. 

Il wonder if you could enlighten me on 
that specific point, not your humility and 
your attitude, but your qualifications, your 
achievements up to this point which would 
lead the committee to believe that you are 
& mature man with sufficient discrimina- 
tion and judgment to take oharge of & 
complete Embassy thousands of miles 
away, and to operate that Embassy ia the 
interests of the United States. 

Mr. Reid: Mr. Chairman, in repig te that 
may I put in one brief plug? 

The Chairman: I would hope you would 
reply to that and then put im the plug, 
would like for there to be some continuity 
‘tn the questioning. 

Mr. Reid: We!l!, I was trying to reply 
to the first part of your comment, and I 
would like to do that, if I may, first, and 
then comment on the second part of your 
statement to keep it in chronological order.
